Most  everyone  is  familiar  with  the  Butterfly  bush.  Several  varieties  of  it 
have  been  offered  for  a  number  of  years.  All  of  them  had  defects  and  many 
shortcomings.  In  Buddleia  Fortune  we  believe  we  come  very  close  to  perfec- 
tion.  The  bush  or  shrub  is  of  very  neat  habit,  about  four  feet  high  and  four 
feet  across.  It  possesses  none  of  the  undesirable  wild  and  rough  growing  char- 
acteristics  of  the  older  varieties.  The  foliage  of  Buddleia  Fortune  is  a  deep, 
leathery  dark  green.  The  color  is  pure  lilac  with  a  brilliant  orange  eye  in  each 
tiny  flower,  thousands  of  which  make  up  the  sprays  which  are  from  12  to  18 
inches  long.  The  flowers  are  produced  in  superabundance  throughout  the 
entire  summer  and  autumn  until  stopped  by  frost.  The  flower  sprays  instead 
of  being  flat  on  one  side  as  in  the  old  varieties  are  fully  round  and  in  bloom 
from  base  to  tip  practically  at  the  same  time.  The  blooms  of  the  older  varieties 
are  faded  and  brown  at  the  bottom  of  the  spray  before  the  tips  are  in  bloom.  To  see 
one  of  these  plants  in  bloom  is  a  sight  worth  while.  The  flowers  may  be  cut  with 
stems  2  to  3  feet  long,  and  last  in  water  for  several  days,  which  is  not  possible  with 
other  kinds.  All  of  the  old  kinds  wilt  very  quickly.  Buddleia  Fortune  is  a  grand  cut 
flower  as  well  as  a  fine  plant  for  the  flower  garden.  Strong  plants  that  will  bloom 
this  summer.

All  Mariposas  are 
forms  of  Calochortus,  yet  there  are  several  strains,  all  with  the  slender 
grace  of  stem  belonging  to  the  species.  Cup-shaped  flowers,  one  to  many 
on  a  stem,  wonderfully  marked  with  eyes  and  dots  and  pencilings  in  rich 
colors,  are  characteristics.

Colchicum  are  autumn-flowering  bulbs  with  large  Crocus-like  blossoms 
which  appear  during  the  months  of  September  and  October,  without  foliage. 
The  foliage,  however,  appears  early  in  the  spring  about  the  same  time 
the  Tulips  and  Hyacinths  are  in  bloom  and  disappears  in  June.  They  are 
especially  recommended  for  planting  between  the  taller  growing  rock  plants 
such  as  Cerastium,  Vinca,  Pachysandra,  and  the  various  Sedums,  where 
their  bold,  checkered  Crocus-like  blossoms  are  seen  to  the  best  advantage.

These  beautiful  bulbs  from  the  Cape  Colony  (South  Africa)  are  far  too 
little  known;  they  should  be  planted  in  late  autumn  and  in  cold  dis¬ 
tricts  they  must  be  covered  with  a  thick  layer  of  straw  or  leaves.  They 
are  splendid  for  southern  states.  There  are  few  bulbs  so  lovely  and 
graceful  and  those  fortunate  enough  to  live  where  the  climate  is  mild 
should  plant  them  by  the  hundreds.

The  Cape  bulb  has  been  terribly  neglected  in  this  country.  They  are 
long  known  in  Europe  under  the  name  of  Cape  Cowslip.  These  bulbs  are 
especially  useful  for  forcing  as  they  can  be  grown  in  flats  or  in  pots  or 
baskets.  All  of  them  do  well  out-of-doors  in  milder  climates  and  are  showy 
in  beds,  borders,  and  rock  gardens  and  all  are  easily  grown  under  glass. 
They  have  from  one  to  two  dozen  generally,  pendulous,  fire-cracker-like 
flowers,  three-quarters  to  one  inch  in  length  on  stems  six  to  nine  inches 
and  bloom  from  late  November  to  February,  depending  on  the  time  of 
planting  and  the  temperature  in  which  they  are  grown.  The  flowers  are 
loosely  borne  on  a  tapering  spike  eight  to  twelve  inches  high,  but  do  not 
droop.  Stamens  and  style  in  some  varieties  extend  beyond  the  mouth  of 
the  flower. 

Cultural  Directions:  The  bulbs  may  be  planted  five  or  six  in  a  5-inch  pot 
in  a  compost  of  two  parts  sandy  loam  and  one  part  leaf  mold.  Water  spar¬ 
ingly.  Place  in  cold  frame  until  weather  becomes  too  cold,  then  move  to  a 
greenhouse  or  bring  in  house.  Water  may  be  used  frequently  in  growing 
stage.  May  be  had  in  bloom  at  Christmas.  Bulbs  multiply  freely  and  may 
be  used  from  year  to  year.

The  two  im¬ 
portant  species  are:  Wisteria  Sinensis,  the  Chinese  Wisteria,  char¬ 
acterized  by  large  fragrant  flowers  in  compact  clusters  of  medium 
length.  They  come  into  bloom  very  young  and  all  the  flowers  in 
each  cluster  open  at  about  the  same  time  before  any  leaves  appear. 
Wisteria  Floribunda,  which  is  better  known  as  Wisteria  Multijuga 
or  Japanese  Wisteria,  has  long  slender  racemes  of  smaller  flowers. 
Those  at  top  are  fully  open  while  the  lower  ones  are  only  small 
unopened  buds.  This  of  course  lengthens  the  blooming  period 
until  the  leaves  are  pretty  well  out.  All  our  stock  is  grafted  and 
grown  in  a  special  manner  to  induce  early  bloom  rather  than  a  lot 
of  useless  wood.  Seedlings  or  plants  improperly  propagated  may 
go  eight  or  ten  years  without  ever  producing  a  flower.  We  main¬ 
tain  that  if  wood  is  the  main  thing  wanted,  it  is  more  economical 
to  patronize  a  lumber  yard  than  a  nursery. 

All  our  Wisterias  have  flowered  in  the  nursery  before  they  are  sold.

These  plants,  combining  as  they  do  the  advantages  of  both 
evergreens  and  flowering  shrubs,  have  deservedly  won  their 
way  to  the  forefront  of  popularity.  Once  established,  they 
remain  for  years,  often  for  generations,  becoming  more  beauti¬ 
ful,  increasing  in  value,  and  assuming  more  distinct  character 
with  each  passing  season.  For  worth-while  permanent  foun¬ 
dation  plantings,  for  generous  use  in  the  natural  landscape, 
and  properly  placed  as  individual  specimens,  they  are  unsur¬ 
passed. 

Culture.  Plant  in  full  sun,  in  the  south  in  light  shade,  in  soil 
freely  mixed  with  leaf  mold  and  peat  in  about  equal  propor¬ 
tions.  A  yearly  top  dressing  of  well  rotted  stable  manure  or 
one  pound  of  Wayside  Gardens  Plant  Food  scattered  around 
each  plant  in  the  fall  will  help  to  produce  abundant  blooms. 
Remove  faded  flowers  at  once,  do  not  let  plants  go  to  seed; 
never  cultivate.  Water  freely  in  dry  weather.

The  question  invariably  asked  by  those  whose  interest  has  been 
aroused  is  “Are  these  new  blueberries  hard  to  grow?’’  The  answer 
instantly  and  truthfully  given  is  “No;  they  are  not  in  the  least 
hard  to  grow.”  In  bloom  they  are  attractive,  and  in  fall  the  green 
foliage  turns  into  beautiful  shades  of  red  and  crimson. 

Blueberries  are  acid-soil  plants.  This  acid  condition  is  easily 
brought  about  by  simple  preparation  of  the  soil — with  woods  soil, 
oak  leaves,  peat  or  aluminum  sulphate. 

The  new,  named  varieties  of  cultivated  blueberries  are  not  self- 
fertile.  Consequently,  a  bush  grown  by  itself  will  not  bear  fruit, 
but  where  six  or  more  plants  of  different  varieties  are  grown  in 
close  proximity,  perfect  fertilization  of  the  blossoms  takes  place, 
and  abundant  crops  of  huge,  luscious  berries  result.

(mixed  varieties)  or  in  blocks  of  24  plants  or  more  (mixed  va¬ 
rieties).

so  that  the  sharp  sun  during  the  months  of  December,  January 
and  February,  does  not  burn  the  foliage.
